HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 


(From Our ComMmerciat Corresponvent. 


_ With the: passing of 1928 and the opening 
of a new year, it is possible to take a more 
hopeful view of the general outlook, so far 
as trade is concerned. It is true that the 
country is still faced with the problem of 
rehabilitating the basieindustries, such as 
cotton, coal, iron and steel, but the various 
_ Schemes which were. advanced during the 


‘past year should begin to bear fruit. 


as the grocery and provision trade is con-

portance’ to mark the old year. The Danish 
official quotation for butter has been 
vanced twd kroner, but spot prices were 2s.

She 
vas cbsent all day and also at might, caring 
a Mrs. Noble, and knew nothing of the wash. 
In a similar case in Donegal the defendant

GIRL’S RUSE TO CONCEAL 
THEFT OF SOVEREIGN. 

A novel device was adopted by a servant 
cil in Ennis to conceal the larceny of a 
sovereign. It was described in Ennis District 
Court, when Anne Galvin, a parlourmaid, was 
charged before Acting Justice H. D, Conner 
with the larceny of a sovereign, a gold engage 
ment ring, a platinum and diamond pendant, 
a gold brooch, and a pack of playing cards, 
the property of Mrs, Olive White, wife of the 
sul manager of the National Bank, Ennis. 

According to Superintendent Kellehcr, who 
prosecuted, the sovereign had been taken off 
a dressing table on some date in December, 
aid a five cent piece had been painted with 
git enamel and substituted for the sovereign. 
The platinum and diamond pendant and the 
gold brooch, which had been hidden by the 
accused girl in a disused range, had been 
returned to Mrs. White, but the defendant 
stated that she had lost the gold engagement 
ara The pack of cards had been given to 
& bov. 

Mis. White stated that the value of the 
eigagement ring was about £15, but it was 
Mn vred. 

My. F. F. Cullinan, solicitor, on behalf of 
the accused girl, pleaded guilty, and said 
that the offence had been committed in a 
noment of temptation. He asked the justice 
fo give the girl, who had excellent references, 
the benefit of the First Offenders Act. 
Superintendent Kelleher said that he would 
lhe. to remind the justice that there were a 
creat many larcenies of this type about Ennis 
latterly, and they were causing mistresses 
considerable annoyance and _ loss. 

The Justice said that, although he thought 
he was acting too leniently, he would accede

OFFER OF £3,500 A 


In the case of the Munster and 4 ter 
Bank, Ltd., against H. and M. Woods and 
Fleming's Paper Mills, Ltd., | 


r, Henry, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Morgan Byrne (instructed by Messrs. Max- 
well Weldon and Co.), on behalf of the 
plaintiffs, applied for an order for the sale 
of the defendants’ mill premises at Drim- 
nagh. He said that on the 19th of last 
November his lordship made an order charg- 
ing .a large number of debentures on the 
detendanfs’ property. ) 
about £6,000 owing to the plaintiffs, and 
they. had now what they considered to be 
a very good offer, which would be with- 
drawn in a few days if it was not accepted. 
The offer was to purchase the property at 
Drimnagh, excluding the paper-making 
machine and four bag-making machines, for 
£3,500, one-fourth of the purchase money to 
be paid at orce and the remainder in a 
month. The whole money would be lodged 
in Court. A search had been made, and 
no incumbrancers appeared except his clients. 
He moved on the affidavit of Mr. Stokes, 
manager of the Munster and Leinster Bank, 
who stated that in the first year the company 
had no profit or loss. In the second year 
the company had a loss of £928, in the 
third year a loss of £737, and in the fourth 
year, up to September, a loss of £1,146. 
That, said counsel, referred to the mill only, 
and showed that all that time the company 
had been living on the money of the Bank, 
and it was that money that the Bank wanted 
to secure. Fortunately, they had an offer 
now which would enable a considerable por- 
tior of the money to be recovered, and 
that was why they asked his lordship to 
accept this offer. 

Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by Messrs. 
Fottrell and Son), on behalf of the company, 
said that he had been instructed to oppose 
the application as strongly as he could, on 
the ground that the price offered was not 
adequate. The debt due to the Bank was 
£6,000. The affidavit showed that if this 
offer of £3,500 was accepted for this part 
of the business, it. was expected that £4,000 
would be got for the stock-in-trade and 
another £4,000 for the rest of the property. 
That was £11,500, so that the debt due 
to the Bank was perfectly secure, and it 
was not to the interest of the Bank to look 
for the best price for the property. He 
submitted that there was nothing before his 
lordship to show that an effort had been 
made to get the best price. He believed

Counsel referred to an affidavit 
Valentine Fox, who, he said, was managing 
director of the company and petitioner in 
the liquidation matter, and who stated that 
he had good reason to believe that in

Mr. Justice Johnston—That sounds very 


like putting a pistol at my head. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Maguire—It is not so intended. The 
purchaser does not wish his offer to remain 
open except for a limited period. 

Mr. Morgan Byrne—I can only say this, 
that the bank think it an astoundingly good 
ofier. 

Mr. Justice Johnston—Is there any evi- 
dence before me as to the circumstances under 
which the proposed purchasers came to make 
this offer? 

Mr. Morgan Byrne—I do not think there 
is any evidence, It is quite possible they 
may have some idea in their head about 
tarifis, and are prepared to give what we 
consider an extremely large price, and it 
would be a very serious thing not to accept 
il. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that from the 
very strong evidence that he had before him 
in the affidavits he was satisfied beyond doubt 
that the sum offered was the best price that 
coujd he got for the mills at the present time. 
There was no certainty that tariffs would be 
imposed on the class of paper that these mills 
turned out, and he thought that the sugges- 
tion made by Mr. Fox about these tariffs was 
very much in the air. He could not hold up 
the disposal of the action for the purpose of 
seeing if such legislation was brought before 
the Oireachtas and passed... He imade an 
order that the offer should be accepted, and 
that the money sbould be brought into Court.

FIRST PERIOD IN IRELAND. 
The Elector died in 1688, and, though 


\bbadie was in favour with his successor, 
yet he could not resist the invitation of 
his friend, Schomberg, to acecmpany him 
to Ireland. Abbadie remained in Ireland 
till after the Battle of the Bovne, when 
he came to England, bereft_of his friend 
aud patron, He took up his abode in 
London, and served in the church “in the 
Savoy,” where his “ mild eloquence .in- 
siilled peace into the souls of tho 
numerous relugees who flocked to hear 
him.”

an | during this period published his book 


ou “ Self-Knowledge,”’ which he had 
hefan when in Ireland. In 1693 he pub- 
lished his “ Defence of tie British 


Nation.” This work was occasioned by 
the publication of an anonymous book 
warning refugees nol to return to France 
‘‘ without having previously undergone a 
slight quarantine to purge them of two 
maladies contracted abroad.” These two 
maladies referred to the spirit of satire 
and a certain republican spirit. This 
work was full of irony, and Abbadie's 
veply was equally ironical. The maladies 
complained of and “reputed to the 
refugees ” were attributed to their sup- 
posed approval of the Revolution of 1688, 
which had dethroned a king. Thus a 
defence of the Huguenot refugees became a 
deiencé of the British nation. Queen 
Mary died in 1604, and, Abbadie wrote a 
panegyric on her. The! year of 1696 was 
notable for the discovery of the Assassina- 
tion Plot, which brought into prominence 
the name of Sir John Fenwick. By order 
of King William, an account of the con- 
spiracy was written by Abbadie, and was 
printed in French, Duteh and English. 
All the original papers dealing with the 
plot were furnished for the author's nse by 
the Earl of Portland and Sir William 
Trumball. 


SECOND PERIOD IN IRELAND. 


Owing to indifferont health, Dr. Abbadie 
expressed a longing to live in Ireland, 
In order to reward him for his services, 
the King desired to give him the best 
Ireland, and 


preferment possible in 
intimated that he wished him fo be 
appointed to the Deanery of Saint 


Patrick's Cathedral. This, however, was 
not possible, owing to Dr. Abbadie’s want 
of fluency in speaking English; but the 
first vacaney of a similar kind was given 
to him. and he became Pean of Killalce 
in 1699. Here he lived until 1726, 
engrossed in his writing and publishing. 
and making occasional visits to England 
and Holland in connection with the print- 
ing of his books. At intervals he 
journeyed to Portarlington “ íor the sake 
of the refined society of his countrymen, 
civil, military, and ecclesiastical... .. 
and as a change from a residence on the 
reniote banks of Lough Dearg and the 
wilds of Clare.” He seems to have been 
regarded as a. distinguished visitor in 
Portarlington ; for the Visiter Journal of 
Archaeology. cites a passage from the 
Portarlington Tegister. in which he is 
stvled the “' doyen de Cilalou,’’

That Odd Sixpence. 


Those of us who are in the habit of 
paying small accounts by means of postal 
orders would like to know if it is the 
intention of the postal authorities per- 
manentiy to discontinue the issue of most 
of the familiar amounts containing the 
odd sixpence. The other day I wanted a 
postal order for lls. 6d., and, having 
applied at the local post office, I received 
one for ‘lls. with three 2d. stamps 
aitached. As the remittance was eventu- 
ally sent to England I do not know how 
they managed to deal with the stamps, 


the Post Office Guide stating that the 
sender of a portal order payable in 
Saorstát Eireann or elsewhere may in- 


crease its value bv not more than 5d. 

As a result of this greatly impoverished 
issue I have not infrequently found that 
my poundage costs have been considerably 
increased, and quite a number of people 
now pay small accounts by cheque in 
spite of the request of bankers generally 
not to draw cheques for less than one 
pound sterling. 

The present issue of postal orders being 
overcrowded with printed matter (making 


it ulmost impossible to decipher the 
payee's name in mest cases) would he 
much more useful if designed less 


elahorately, and the printer’s ink thus 
saved might enable the ' powers that be '”

The 
re-written play was acclaimed as a master- 
piece, and provided Miss Pauline Lord 
with a “star” part which she played in 
New York and London with great success.

Witness said that there were three marks 
or impressions on the sole of the left boot, 
and two slight marks or impressions on the 
edge of the sole of the right boot, near the 
heel. Witness came across ordinary wire 
fencing at @ point on the Great Southern 
ltailway leaning to a bank. There was clay 
on the wire, and the fourth strand was 
slack or yielding. He found the heel tracks 
vf apparently one person on the Limerick 
ide of the fencing, and facing Limerick City. 
lle had casts made of these heel marks, 
which resembled in shape and size those of 
the boots stated to have been worn by the 
accused man. The impressions on the boots 
could, if wet, be caused by standing on the 
wire fencing. 
Joseph O'Halloran, ‘bus conductor, em- 
ployed by Messrs. Flannery Brothers, said 
that the accused man was a passenger with 
him on the evening of December 2ist from 
the city to Ardnacrusha; that was the 4.15 
bus, and after alighting at Ardnacrusha he 
saw the accused man go in the direction of 
the pay office.

FOOTPRINTS. 
“Hard M. Carroll, Ardnacrusha, deposed 
fo finding, on December 22, footprints on 
Captain Kane’s embankment, which appeared 
to have been made by a person wearing light 
hoots. They were along for a distance of a 
nile, and on to the Great Southern Railway 
line as far as a wire fencing separating the 
embankment from the Abbey river.

as crystal users were concerned, the recep- 
tion came throu 
not quite complete satisfaction so far as 
the reception on valve sets was concerned. 
In some cases (though they appeared to 
be very much in thé minority) there was 
bad oscillation and jamming—whether due 
to atmospherics or to the change of wave 
length by so many European stations it 
was not possible to say. 

The general experience, judging >y 
results for a number of listeners-in, was 
that on the high wave lengths reception 
was all right, and the programmes from 
such places as Daventry, Paris and the 
high-power German station came over as 
satisfactorily as ever. It was on the lower 
band that trouble was experienced, and 
here there was quite a lot of jamming—in 
all probability, the result of the changing 
wave lengths, though such jamming was 
not unknown before the change was made. 
One will have to wait for a few days to 
ascertain what is the settled result of the 
change, 

In the course of an interview with 
broadcasting officials at 2RN our ho ce 
sentative was informed that they had not 
yet got definite information as to how the 
change worked. For five or six days it 
would be impossible for any station to 
state how they were affected by the new 
wave length. So far as Dublin was con- 
cerned, allawance had to be made for 
people to settle down to the new condi- 
tions, and also to get over the anxiety of 
‘‘ listeners” to locate the different outside 
stations on their new wave lengths. These 
experiments at finding stations would 
naturally cause oscillation and jamming 
which would interfere with “ listeners,”’ 
with the consequence that matters would 
hardly be settled for a week or so. 


REPORTS AWAITED. 
In the course of a conversation with 
the Engineer-in-Chief of the Post Office 
Department, which has been conducting 
experiments on the new wave lengths, our 
representative was informed that, so far 
as reports from the neighbourhood of 
Dyblin were concerned, everything was 
satisfactory, but. said the official in 
charge, “we will not really know the 
effect of the change until we get reports 
from places like Galway, Wexford, Water- 
ford, and other distant places. Until 
‘listeners’ in those districts tell us how 
the tranmission came through we do not 
know. The only doubtful point in this 
change is in relation to the attempt: to 
work the two stations (Dublin and Cork) 
on the same wavelength. It is more than 
a possibility—quite a probability—that 
some ‘ listeners’ may find it very difficult 
to receive the transmission, but we hope 
they will be few. We have got an 
absolute certainty that out as far as Bray 
transmission is perfectly clear. In Kings- 
town it is absolutely clear. We are good 
for 80 per cent. of our ‘listeners’ who are 
within twenty miles of Dublin and Cork. 
These districts are where our most 
numerous ‘listeners’ are located. Those 
are all right, and the people we are con- 
cerned about are those who are situate 
equidistant from the two stations—people 
in places like Galway, Wexford or Water- 
ford—and until we hear from those we 
cannot say how the change is working. ' 
This official said that, in the event of 
the people in those outlying districts not 
getting the fullest reception, the next ex- 
periment would be to use a wave length 
of 222 metres from Cork—that being the 
second wave length fixed for the Free 
State Station bv the International Union. 
In that event the broadcasting from Cork 
would be on wave Jengths of 411 metres 
and 222 metres on alternate nights. 


MEASURING STATIONS. 
Another cause of delay in expressing an 
opinion as to the result of the change is 
that the Dublin Station must wait to 
know if the other stations have changed 
and got on to the new wave lengths, and 
it is not easy to get exactly on to the new 
wave length. There are three measuring 
stations—one in Brussels, one in Berlin, 
and the third outside Tondon. Owing to 
the expense of installing a measuring 
station the various broadcasting stations 
in Europe leave the task of measurement 
to these places, and until information 
comes from these stations it is not 
possible to say if any station is on the 


right length.

Longford Board of Health to-day referred 
to the Visiting Committee for investigation 
charges brought by Dr. Thomas Laverty, the 
resident surgeon of the County Hospital 
against members of the nursing staff. Nurse 
Geraghty, a member of the staff concerned, 
was ordered to be transferred to other duty 
pending the result of the investigation. 

Dr. Laverty complained that some of the 
nurses had been guilty of neglect of patients, 
and cited instances in which patients had 
complained that they had to make their own 
beds, that they were not given their medicine, 
and that they were not given drinks when 
they required them. 

he doctor’s report also stated that a 
patient named Jean Baptiste Meunir was not 
attended to by the nurse; that his injuries 
were not washed; that he was sup lred with 
water to wash his face which had been used 
by several other patients previously, and that 
the nurse had rt seve to massage his leg. A 
patient named Phillips had complained to him 
that the nurse had refused to dress his in- 
jured tos.

Chairman—Is it Nurse Geraghty who 1s 
blamed for all this? 

Dr. Laverty—She is. He complained that 
a bed chart was not properly kept ; that there 
were discrepancies in the temperature re 
corded. 

Charles Flynn, a patient in the hospital. ap- 
peared before the Board and made a number 
of charges of neglect against the nurses, but 
these were flatly contradicted by the matron 
in a written statement. 

PREVIOUS SWORN INQUIRIES. 

‘It is a terrible state of affairs, ' said Mr. 
Walshe, “and we are paying good decent 
salaries in that hospital.” 

The Chairman (Mr. Doris) —Nurse Geraghty 
was very highly recommended on her appoint- 
ment. She was selected by the Appointments 
Commissioners only a few months ago. 
Mr. Walshe—In the eyes of the public the 
doctor’s report will look very bad. 

Mr. Monaghan—It is only a few years ago 
since we reopened this hospital, and we have 
had three or four sworn inguirtes inte its 
management already. . 
The Matron (Miss Neary), in a written 
report, státed that Nurse Geraghty said she 
always gaye the patients their medicine. 
This included the man Flynn, who had made 
the complaint. In this man’s case Nurse 
Geraghty said she gave him his medicine 
when he was in the hospital, but she could 
not follow him down the town with it when 
he weuld be gone out. Flynn was often 
absent from the hospital. 
Flynn—I never went 
doctor’s permission. 

Dr. Laverty said that when patients were 
ufficiently improved he allowed them to go 
out and move about. He did not see any 
sign of drink on Flynn on an occasion re erred 
to by the matron. 

“ A ROTTEN EGG FOR BREAKFAST.” 
In reply to the Chairman. Flynn said that 
he was in receipt of fifteen shillings a week. 
Mr. Monaghan—Do you intend to con- 
tribute towards the cost of your maintenance 
in the hospital? 

Flynn—No, I do not. 

Mr. Monaghan—You will pay for the six 
months, too. 

Flynn—What would I pay for? I get a 
rotten egg for my breakfast sometimes, and 
when I complain about it I'm told it 1s good 
enough for me. 

Chairman—Perhaps, it is with a view to not 
having to pay that you are making these 
complaints ? 

Flynn—It is not. 

Chairman—Is any reliance to be placed 
on what this man says at all? 

Mr. Walshe-—Not much. 

Correspondence from Nurse Geraghty was 
read. In one of her letters she stated that on 
her going into the hospital to take up duty 
Dr. Laverty had advised her to leave, and 
teld her that she was not aware of the place 
she had come to. The doctor’s adverse criti- 
cism of all concerned she thought at the time 
totally unbecoming in a gentleman of pro- 
fessional status. Since then, she alleged, Dr. 
Laverty had been making her position 
intolerable. In a letter of 1st January she 
gave a month's notice of her resignation. 

It was decided not to accept the resigna- 
tion pending the investigation of the charges.

“THE ULTIMATE VICTORY.” 
Taking their stand on the existence of the 
Free State, they were entitled to judge the 
events, persons and theories of the peri 
hetween 1691 and 1921 and learn from them. 
Just as one phase of history came to an end 
in 1691, so another and totally different phase 
opened in 1921. The victory’ hetokered by 
the Free State was not a stidden turning 
point. but rather the final attainment of a 
superior position. When they looked back 
they saw the victory being accomplished 
almost from the beginning of Grattan s Par- 
liament by Catholic emancipation, the aholi- 
tion of tithes of the old Corporation, the land 
settlement of 1903, and other events. 
The form which the ultimate victory should 
take was again a matter of expedients, some- 
thing to be determined on to suit the ideas 
and fashions of the moment at which it 
should be achieved. Time had brought 
changes not alone in Ireland, but in England, 
and the settlement which might he quite 
adequate for one generation might be equally 
inadequate for another. They needed a new 
concept of nationality, of the national 
being and the national purpose. The Free 
State did not exist solely in order to balance 
her Budget, otganise transport and diminish 
the adverse trade balance. A study of the 
ascendancy period would show an older con- 
cept of nationhood now slowly dying. To 
restore that older concept their best imstru- 
ment at the moment was the Irish language. 
On the motion of Mr. Homan, seconded by 
Mr. F. Fitzpatrick, a cordial vote of thanks 
was conveyed by the Chairman (Mr. M. R. 
Rowan) to Professor Tierfey, and the pro- 
ceedings ended.

The transfer from road to rail may take 
‘lace at any railway station platform or goods 
oading bank without the necessity of placing 
the railway wagon into an “end dock,” and 
without cranes and with a minimum of manual 
labour. 
Briefly, the invention consists of a trolley 
on wheels which normally rests on a standard 
tailway goods wagon, with the sides and ezds 
removed. The wagon is fitted with rails 
which can be connected to rails on the plat- 
form, the latter set being portable. In the 
case of transferring a road vehicle, the trolley 
is run off the wagon on to the p'atform. The 
road vehiele is placed on the trolley by its 
own power unit. The road vehicle on the 
trolley is then run on the wagon, where it is 
secured, and is ready for transit by rail. A 
reversal of this procedure tales place at the 
consignee’s station, after which the journey 
is completed by road. 
By the adoption of this system, it is 
claimed, farmers would be enabled ‘to send 
produce by rail. by simply loading it on a 
tractor-drawn trailer which would not be un- 
loaded until sold. Traders, on the other 
hand, could deliver goods to the farmer at 
the present lorry rates without causing 
material damage to roads. In addition it 
should encourage the use of tractors and 
trailers such as those mentioned. and. inei- 
dentally, bring baek bnsiness to the railwavs.

PROSPECT OF POOR RATE 
REDUCTION. 
—-- &—— 


The estimate and demand íor the ensuing 
financial year was submitted at the annual 
meeting of the Belfast Board of Guardians 
yesterday. It showed that the gross general 
charges under the various heads of account 
were estimated to amount to £170,750, and 
for repayment of loans £10,250, making the 
total liabilities for all purposes £181,000. 

At 3lst March next the credit balance was 
estimated to be £29,450, and the revenue 
from all sources other than Councils for the 
‘period £5,200, making the total means 
£34,650, thus leaving the amount of demand 
required to make provision for all present 
commitments £140,550, a _ reduction of 
£20,215 on last year’s demand of £166,565. 

This sum, calculated and apportioned ac- 
cording to the valuations on the basis as 
legally fixed, make the amounts as set forth 
in the demand from the three contributory 
County Councils as follows:—County Antrim, 
£4,115; County Down, £4,145; County 
Borough of Belfast, £138,090—total, £146,350. 

Mr. John Wilson, J.P., Chairman of the 
Finance Commitiee, said that from a state: 
ment supplied giving estimate for current 
year and actual expenditure, it would be seen 
that there was an actual expenditrre under 
the estimate of £25,460, and he thought it 
would be an increase in revenue of £1,363. 

After reviewing the various items of ex- 
penditure, he said that, having regard to the 
improvements now being provided for, the 
increased cost of living, and taking into 
account the Board’s present heavy responsi- 
bilities, he thought it would be a surprise 
to most of the members to find that they 
were not heavily in debt, but that they were 
able to reduce their demand by the sub- 
stantial sum of £20,215 would be even mote 
surprising. 

Mr. Thomas Gibb, J.P., said that, notwith- 
standing all improvements, they were going 
to the Corporation with a reduced demand 
to an extent of over £20,000.

wherein it is laid down that in any oí 
these states a majority of the Commis- 
sioners can act. Where, however, it 1s 
deemed that the General is unfit 
adequately to administer his duties, then 
the High Council must be summoned to 
discuss questions of his removal. 
“In this case—which is the position at 
present—this unfitness must presumably be 
doctrinal, or due to lack of administrative 
ability, or some similarly constituted un- 
suitability not covered by the specific 
sub-sections already mentioned. What 
General Booth and his friends are 
justified in knowing is the alleged cause 
of his unfitness to hold his position that 
has warranted the sitting of this present 
tribunal at Sunbury.’

WORLD’S LARGEST 
AEROPLANE. 


TO CARRY. A LOAD OF 
15 TONS. 


From “ Tae TIMES '” ComRESPONDENT. 
MILAN, Mondey. 

What is believed te be the largest aero- 
plane in the world is now in the finishing 
stages.. The inventor and builder is Signor 
Gianni Caproni. The machine is designed for 
military purposes, and. the, following details 
which I have’ obtained from a reliable source 
will give an idea of ‘the new aeroplane. 

It will weigh 15 tons, and. will be able to 
carry a load-of 15 tons. It is fitted with six 
engines (coupled), each of 1,000 h.p. Its 
speed should be about 120 miles an hour, and 
it will he able to carry, fuel for a flight of 
seventy hours. 

Its dimensions are:—Width across. wings, 
163ft.; height, 40ft., and length, 7dft. If 
fitted for civil fiying it is probable that the 
machine could carry about 100 persons. 
The aeroplane has now been under construc- 
tion. for about eighteen’ months, and‘ all its 
arts, manufactured in Milan, are finished. 
The assembling of the machine is in ‘ag 
at the Caproni. workshops at Vizzola, near 
Lake Maggiore, and it is expected that the 
first trials, will. take place. as soon as the 
worst of the winter is over.

AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 
' The deputation” 6f representatives of the 
newspapers and the master printers which in- 
terviewed the Prime Minister on Friday last 
on the subject of the publieation of “The 
Listeuer ” by the British Broadcasting Com- 
pany has since reached agreement with the 
British Broadcasting Company as a result of 
further negotiations, The following official 
statement was issued by Mr. T. W. M‘Cara, 
Secretary to the ;Newspaper. Proprietors’ 
Association :— i 
“ At the suggestion. oí the Prime Minister. 
the. leaders of the deputation conferred witn 
Sir John Reith, Director-General of the British 
Broadcasting. Company, on Friday afternoon, 
January. llth. Points of possible agreement 
emerged from this conference. A further meet- 
ing was held on Monday afternoon, January 
14th. . The following ,memorandum, being 
accepted by the leaders of the deputation as 
a basis of agreement, was later. confirmed by 
both parties when the fall ‘deputation met 
the Board of Governors oí the B.B.C. - 
“The B:B.C. contends that although the 
Royal Charter contains comprehensive powers 
in respect’ of publishing, these powers have 
not been unfairly used, the criterion being 
that its publications are pertinent to the 
service of broadcasting. The B.B.C. will 
recognise: and. deal. with a Committee to be 
established representing the interests which 
met the corporation. 

“The B.B.C. is prepared-to discuss with the 
Committee any new publishing proposals, and 
to consider representations by the Committee 
concerning existing publications. The B.B.C. 
states that it’ is ‘not intended that ‘The 
Listener’ should contain more than ten per 
cent. original contributed matter not related 
to broadcasting. The rest of the paper will 
consist of talks which have been broadcast 
and comments thereon, articles relating to 
broadcast programmes, and programme per- 
sonalities and news of the broadcast service 
generally. 

‘*The B.B.C. has no intention of publishing 
any further daily or weekly newspaper, maga- 
zine or periodical. It has also. no intention 
to publish books or pamphlets not pertinent 
to the service. of broadcasting. The B.B.C., 
as an evidénce of its aiit states that it 
does not intend to accept, for ‘The Listener ' 
more advertisements than aie necessary, with 
its other revenue, to cover its total cost.”

Following on the report of a gas main 
explosion in Vienna to-day, another 
report comes from Gelsenkirchen, where, 
in a suburb known as Ueckendorf, the 
inhabitants were alarmed this morning by 
a series of explosions along a subter- 
ranean area about a mile in length. 

Along the length of one entire street a 
number of heavy cast-iron sewer lids were 
blown 100 feet or so into the air, and. 
sheets of flame 120 feet high burst from 
the open manholes. 

As uw result of the terrific air pressure 
all the window panes in the street were 
smashed. Other damage has not yet been 
ascertained. 

It’is béfieved that an explosion of sewer 
gas ignited some crude benzine which ha 
drained through from a neighbouring 
coal mine into the sewer.

EMINENT PATHOLOGIST

An attempt to settle the vital question of 
whether Mr. Vivian Messiter, the victim ot 
the Southampton garage murder, was killed 
by a revolver builet, or by blows from a 
heavy instrument, is to be made by Sir 
Bernard Spilsbury, the eminent pathologist, 
who, it is expected, will visit Southampton 
to-day. If he can give a definite opinion that 
Mr. Messiter was not shot, but was done to 
death by a person armed with such a weapon 
as the hammer found in the garage, it will 
yo far towards eliminating the theory that the 
crime was a carefully “planned affair of 
revenge. The swifter and surer method of the 
revolver is more popular in such cases. 
The theory that Mr. Messiter disturbed an 
intruder in the garage and was belaboured 
with a hammer “hurriedly snatched up will 
thus take first place. 

DOUBT AS TO CAUSE OF DEATH. 
Jt. was significant of the doubt regarding the 
cause of death that arose as soon as the sus- 
piciously-stained hammer was discovered that 
medical evidence at the inquest yesterday was 
confined to the statement that death was due 
to ‘‘injuries to the head.” 
Although the garage has now been searched 
for four days no trace of a bullet has been 
found. 
Chief Inspector Prothero and Detective- 
Sergeant Young, of Scotland Yard, who are 
in charge of the investigation, spent the 
greater part of yesterday in routine work 
sa A with the affair. It.is possible that 
the new theory of a sudden and savage 
attack on Mr: Messiter is the result of infor- 
mation that has come into their possession.

6 hm statement made by Mr. Cosgrave 
a few days ago regarding the Free 
State in its relations with Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland has been widely dis- 
cussed up here, and the prevailing opinion 
seems to be that it is rather a friendly 
and conciliatory expression of opinion. 
li is admitted that the Southern State 
us exceeded all expectations in establish- 
Ing peace and concord within its borders, 


it well in its domestic affairs, commerce 
end industry. Mr. Cosgrave’s declara- 
tion that the unity of Ireland can only 
be brought about by a change of heart and 
with the full consent and concurrence of 
the people north of the border, is cordially 
welcomed by a multitude of citizens who 
have been taught an altogether different 
kind of story. 

Nevertheless, it is hardly likely that 
there will be any “change of heart’? up 
here while Irish is forced upon the nation, 
to the detriment of other branches of 
education. If the English language is 
ood enough for the British Ki; i , the 
United States of America, the Doi: sions, 
and the millions of Irishmen throughout 
the world, it is good enough for the Ulster 
people, and no power on earth could alter 
that determination. If the South is 
unxious to secure unity, it should not raise 
fresh barriers to reunion, but should 
endeavour, as far as possible, to bring the 
habits and customs of all sections of Irish- 
men into consonance with one another. A 
race need not lose its patriotic instincts 
because of the language it uses. 


THE BORDER ELECTIONS. 


In view of the approaching parlia- 
mentary elections, the old cry of the border 
menace has again been raised by the 
oficial Unionist leaders, and the electors 
are being warned of the dreadful things 
which may happen should there be a 
change in the government of the province. 
The danger of Ulster being merged in 
the Free State is one of the chief 
trguments advanced for the support of 
the existing régime, and during the week- 
end Lady Craigavon, in asking the 
Unionist women of Duncairn to support 
the Prime Minister and his colleagues, 
once more pointed out that there is only 
the narrow margin of seven seats between 
the Government and defeat. 

Other speakers are pursuing a similat 
policy, and it would seem as if all the 
virtues of statesmanship and patriotism 
were to be found only in the official 
Unionist camp, while the opposing 
sections were influenced by nothing more 
noble than a desire to destroy the 
integrity of Northern Ireland. Ever since 
the six-county area was constituted a 
semi-independent unit, the slogan of the 
rulers has been that they only can serve 
the best interests of the little country, 
and that disaster will follow any altera- 
lion in the present form of administra- 
tion, 


SOME PLAIN SPEAKING. 


It may be, oí course, that pure love of 
country inspires this attitude, but, on the 
other hand, it is asserted by members of 
the Opposition that the desire for power 
and the rich emoluments of office may 
have something to do with it, the cost of 
“(ministration being altogether excessive 
for such a small portion of Ireland. The 
‘rgument that only one particular set 
of politicians can govern Northern Jre- 
land is, however, losing its potency, and 
it has even been urged publicly quite 
ecently that the Government could be 
duplicated a hundredfold in the Six 
Counties, and that, even if the leaders 
had never been born, Ulster would still 
find men to lead it with energy j 

The growing opposition to the instruc- 
tions aud Re cain of the . official 
Unionist leaders shows that the revolt 
against traditional authority is wide- 
spread. It shoyld not be forgotten, of 
course, that the loyalty to Unionist prin- 
ciples of those who now prefer to t ink 
for themselves is in no way diminished. 
Far from it, They stil] uphold the old 
banner, but object to anyone shacklin 
their freedom of choice in the selection o 
men to guide them. This is to be seen in 
the opposition offered to official candi- 
dates in both the municipal and parlia- 
mentary elections. A year ago such an 
audacious thing would have been unthink- 
able, and those who did so would have 
been branded as enemies of Ulster, but 
the ‘Temperance Party and the influential 
business men of Belfast have thrown down 
the gauntlet; and if they succeed, a 
severe blow will have been given, not to 
Unionism as a principle, but to Unionist 
officialdom as a force.

21% from Westminster ai the next <lec- 
tion, and in a letter to the Unionist 
election agent for those counties, he asks 
him to take the necessary steps to 
acquaint the central organisation of his 
decision, so that it may consider the 
choice of his successor. His comment on 
the political situation is extremely signifi- 
cant at the present juncture. “I am 
glad,” he says, “ that the critical period 
for the border counties has passed, and 
that those for whom we fought need have 
no fear of losing their citizenship with 
the United Kingdom.’’ Coming from the 
official representative of the counties con- 
cerned, this is, indeed, a staggering blow 
at the hoary old spectre which haunts the 
border, and it ought to hide its face in 
shame. 

It also justifies the comment in a recent 
Trish Time leading article—if justifica- 
tion were required—that all the talk of 
danger to the stability of the Six Counties 
is nothing but ‘‘ sheer nonsense.” Apart 
from high political circles, no one really 
believes that Ulster will ever be dragged 
nolens volens into the Free State. Only 
a very short time ago a distinguished 
politician declared that the new parlia- 
mentary buildings at Stormont constituted 
an enduring monument to the per- 
manency of separation. In the meantime, 
co-operation between North and South 
could do much to promote the prosperity 
of both States in many ways, without in- 
jury to the dignity of either the one or 
the other. | 


AMBITIOUS SCHEMES. 


Northern Ireland is rich in the store of 
suggestions which are intended to promote 
its wealth and prosperity, but, while many 
of them are admirable, they simply come 
into the limelight for a little while, and 
then fade away, perhaps, however, to 
become realities some other day. The 
cross-Channel air mail route seemed to 
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Summer we had trial trips with flying 
boats between Liverpool and Belfast 
Harbour, with an excellent degree of 
success, while there were also promises 
of an air service from Glasgow. Little, if 
anything, is heard of them now, and the 
old ships ‘and trains provide our surest and 
most dependable mode of communication 
with the sister countries across the water. 

Even the very reasonable proposal that 
Killough Harbour should be dredged and 
reconstructed as a terminal port for mails 
and a fishery centre, as advocated by Lord 
Bangor and an influential committee, has 
failed to impress the authorities, and a 
real ‘“‘stick-in-the-mud”’ policy has thus 
prevailed. Now comes another sugges- 
tion, infinitely more ambitious than any 
of the others put forward, It is that 
Scotland and Northern Ireland should be 
connected by a submarine rail and road 
between Stranraer and Larne, a scheme 
which is said to be quite feasible. With 
such a means of transit the storms could 
blow and the billows rage in vain: but 
this generation will not have the advan- 
tage of it. Dreams of this nature are 
interesting to the visionary, but to the 
practical men of to-day they are merely 
shadows. There is sense in the Killough 
scheme if it could be realised. 


THE SPORTING NOR?’ H. 


The North is building up a notable 
reputation in the realms of sport, which 
is all to the good, as these events tend to 
promote a spirit of comradeship between 
all sections of Irishmen without distinc- 
tion of creed or politics. In the air and 
on land and on water the youth of Ulster 
are striving to excel, and they are making 
good progress in all these interesting forms 
of daring and adventure. The great motor 
road races are too well known to need 
particular mention, and the Ulster Flying 
Club gives promise of being a prosperous 
concern in the near future, quite a 
number of its members having registered 
for active flying; and it only needs to 
complete its organisation before they 
ascend to explore cloudland. The Ulster 
Motor Boat Club, which was formed a few 
months ago, is also going ahead, en- 
couraged by its initial hydroplane races in 
October last. 

It is hoped to organise a series of races 
on the River Bann in the early spring, 
while fixtures will be held either weekly 
or fortnightly throughout the summer 
months. Hydroplane racing is an exciting 
form of sport, and, of course, it is much 
safcy than road racing. The great fixture 
ef the season will be á hundred miles 
race for out-board hydroplanes, and it is 
expected that this important event will 
attract many competitors from across the 
Channel. Efforts are being made to have 
it recognised as an international event by 
the authorities concerned, and the probable 
date of the race will be the Saturday 
following the international motor car 
fixture in August over the old triangular 
Dundonald-Newtownards-Comber — course. 
In this case many visitors attending the 
Grand Prix will probably remain over, 
and journey to the historic banks of the 
Bann.

markets, 

In the first place, he says, on reading this | 
report, the uninformed reader could only 
come to one conclusion: that Belfast must 
surely be a barbarous place, and catile 
shipped through this port were shockingly 
treated. This is bound to have a detrimental 
effect on the port of Belfast. Mr. Faweet? 
compares the transit facilities operating at 
Canadian ports with our own, and I at once 
agree that there is, no doubt, room for im- 
provement in certain directions; but it must 
be borne. in mind that any ill-treatment or 
abuse to which Canadian cattle are subject 
on the rail journey to the port has worn off 
on the voyage across the Atlantic, which 
usually occupies seven to ten days, whereas 
Irish cattle are brought straight from farm, 
saleyard, or fair to inspection pens, loaded 
into steamers and railed to their destination 


from port of arrival, which all happens 
inside a period of about thirty hours, so 
that they are travelling practically all the 
tune. Jt is, therefore, periectly obvious they 


cannot. possibly arrive in similar condition to 
Canadian cattle. 

Regarding his other remarks, it is a well- 
known fact that Scotch beef will always 
command a higher price, but this cannot he 
attributed to rough handling or abuse, but 
ig principally due to the better conditien and 
finish that Scotch farmers or feeders put on 
their cattle before marketing. The Ivish 
farmer, nine times out of ten, prefers to sell 
his caitle as stores, leaving the Englishmen 
and Scotchmen to finish them to obtain the 
higher price. 


THE GREENORE ROUTE. 


Sir Basil Brooke, Bart., spoke of shipping 
his cattle through Greenore because of the 
hammering they got going through Belfast. 
I cannot express any opinion of the facilities 
for shipping at Greenore, as I have never 
been there, ‘wt I can safely say that Bel- 
fast compares favourably with any port in 
lreland, and I am afraid that there must be 
some other advantages gained by Sir Basil 
in using the Greenore route. I should pre- 
fer to see him sending his cattle through a 
Northern port. 

Mr. Montgomery Irwin, J.P... mentioned 
that transit through Belfast resulted in the 
most disgraceful sights any civilised 
country could witness. I have never wit- 
nessed any of these awful sights, and, if I 
had, 1 would have put a stop to them. It 
was. quite an casy matter to have called a 
policeman and reported these happenings wit- 
nessed by Mr. Irwin. 

The drovers in the City of Belfast are 
licensed by the Belfast. Corporation, and if 
any cause for co:iplaint is made, the licence 
is revoked and the drover in question cannot 
seek employment agein in this direction with-. 
out his badge. : 

I have read the report carefully, and 
throughout the whole discussion not one 
member of the committee suggested a remedy 
for the abuses and rough handling to which 
cattle are subject, beyond proposing the em- 
ployment of additional Government inspec- 
tors and imposing an additional burden on 
the taxpayers of Ulster. 

There are times, and, I am sure, the gentle 
men in question will agree, that a litle per- 
suasion has to be used on refractory 
animal, but this is more often the exception 
than the rule.

UNKNOWN MAN’S DEATH AT 
BALLYMENA. 


On Saturday night last at about nine 
o'clock a man of about 50 years of age was 
found lying unconscious in a pool of blood 
on the Toome road about a mile from Bally- 
mena.

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THE KINGSTOWN FIRE. 
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TOWN SURVEYOR AND THE 
WATER SUPPLY. 


Mr. Francis -M. Webb, the Town Sur- 
veyor of Kingstown, writes :'— 
‘“In case there should be any mis- 


apprehension in regard to the water supply 


available for extinguishing fire at Cros- 
thwaite Park, West, Dun Laoghaire, on 
Saturday evening last, the 12th instant, 


I desire to point out that the water available 
at this place for the purpose is ample. There 
are two parallel water mains opposite the 
terrace, one 4” diameter laid in 1870, which 
supplies the domestic water, and the other a 
9” diameter arterial main, with hydrants 
supplying water to the Sandycove district 
and laid by the urban council last vear. 
“The fire occurred in a top flat ahout 60 


ee nhove the level of the road and at an 
elevation of 186 feet above the level of the 
sen, The fact that. although burning 


fiercely, the fire was extinguished within one 
hour after the arrival of the Dublin Brigade 
is sufficient proof that an ample supply was 
available: and, although the water was 
numped from the main to the ton of the 
building, the delivery from the main to the 
pumn was constant and plentiful. 

“TI do not wish to enter into a detailed 
explanation of the conditions existing in the 
water mains at the time or their actual or 
inherent capacity to deliver water in volume 
to such a heicht without pumping. but I may 
state that by checking a few valves in the 
Vicinity the pressure of the water could he 
sufficiently increased to control the roofs of 
the houses. 

“As the pressure in all supply 
varies thronghout the time during 
water is being drawn from them, the actual 
pressure at the time of a fire may not he 
sufficient to control it direct, but hv having 
recourse to the method previously mentioned 
the pressure may he increased. 

“It is my opinion, however, that all fire 
brigades should he fitted with pumps capable 
of delivering water from the road level at a 
high velocity to the top of the highest 
houses in the district; then if the water he 
available in quantity, even at a low preseure, 
the annietv of the firemen will be consider- 
ably reheved.
